18. (Previously Presented) The method of claim 12, wherein the at least one ascorbyl 
compound is chosen from the group consisting of ascorbyl palmitate, sodium ascorbyl phosphate, 
magnesium ascorbyl phosphate, zinc ascorbyl phosphate and ascorbyl 2-glucose. 

19. (Previously Presented) The method of claim 12, wherein the ascorbic acid and at 

concentration of 0.001-10% by weight based on the total weight of the composition. 

20. (Previously Presented) The method of claim 19, wherein the concentration is 0.05- 
5% by weight based on the total weight of the composition. 

21 . (Previously Presented) The method of claim 19, wherein the concentration is 0.1- 
2.0% by weight based on the total weight of the composition. 

22. (Previously Presented) Themethodof claim 12, wherein the at least one flavone 
derivative and/or flavanone derivative is at least o-glucosylrutin. 

23. (Previously Presented) The method of claim 12, wherein the cosmetic or 
dermatological composition further comprises at least one complexing agent.
